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Commission goes behind closed 
doors to discuss pending legal action

The Coffee County Commission 
met in its bi-monthly meeting Mon- 
day and interjected a forty-minute 


e€xeculive session in the middle of 


its agenda. 

Commissioners went behind 
closed doors for close to forty min 
utes to discuss with their attorneys, 
Kenneth Fuller and Joe Cassady, 
the legal action filed against the 
commission by former chief juve- 
nile probation officer Eva McGrath- 
Love. 

There is a motion presently 
before the courts filed by county 
attorneys to have the lawsuit dis- 
missed because McGrath-Love 
failed to submit substantial evi- 
dence in support of her case. They 
further contend that she did not take 
the necessary steps to obtain a hear- 
ing following her dismissal by Dis- 
trict Judge Steve Blair who over- 
sees the juvenile probation officers. 

A hearing on the county’s motion 
to dismiss has been set for Friday, 
July 21. The commissioners made 
no comment and took no action 
after coming out of executive ses- 
sion Monday. 

Turning to other matters of busi- 
ness, County Engineer Randy Tin- 
dell presented several matters 
requiring action by the commis- 
sioners, 

He commented that the highway 
department was presently in the 
final year of a the three-year plan 
adopted by the commission two 
years ago. Tindell noted that several 
roads are scheduled for leveling and 
resurfacing with chip seal, and 
since the travel study (traffic count) 
was made on some of these roads 
the conditions have changed and 
other roads are more traveled or the 
need for resurfacing is greater. One

Candidate qualifying is under- 
way in the mayor and city council 
races in Elba. A total of six candi- 
dates have qualified, and additional 
candidates are expected to join the 
list before the July 18th deadline, 

Qualifying for mayor is incum- 
bent James Grimes. 

The lone candidate for District # 
1 on the City Council is political 
newcomer Tim Williams. A Letter 
to the Editor in this edition of The 
Elba Clipper from incumbent 
Winzel Gray indicates he doesn’t 
plan to seek reelection. 

There is only one candidate qual- 
ified in District #2 at press time. 
Another political newcomer, David 


such case is Co, Rd. 119 

“The traffic on Co, Rd. 119 is 
about twice as much as the traffic 
on [Co. Rd.] 134," said Tindell. In 
the initial study, the grades (traffic 
counts & condition) were about the 
same on both roads. 

At the request of Commissioner 
Kayo Lewis, in whose the district 
the roads are located, Tindell 
requested a resolution by the com- 
mission inserting Co, Rd. 119 into 
the plan in place of Co. Rd. 134, 
Commissioners passed the resolu- 
tion. 

In a similar action, the commis- 
sion agreed to insert Co, Rd. 305 in 
place of Co. Rds. 306 & 308 in the 
final phase of the three-year plan. 
Tindell commented that “numerous 
logging activities and other heavy 
truck activities have severely deteri- 
orated that roadway” since the 
grading of the roads was initially 
performed in preparation for the 
three-year plan. 

Tindell also noted that Co. Rds. 
306 & 308 have been designated by 
the Federal Highway Administra- 
tion (FHA) as minor collector 
roads, and it appears that there may 
be funding through the FHA for 
minor collector roads in the near 
future. 

“So, we would not need to spend 
county money on something that 
the federal money could be spent 
on,” said Tindell. County Road 305 
is not designated as a major or 
minor collector road and would not 
qualify for any federal funds. 

Commissioner Linda Westbrook, 
in whose district these roads are 
located, concurred with Tindell’s 
request. 

Commissioners gave Tindell the 
go-ahead in making application for 
state funds in the resurfacing of Co. 
Rds. 409, 412 & 201. 


Bandstra, has qualified in that race.

District #4 is the most popular 
race thus far, with three candidates. 
Incumbent Ben Carpenter and 
political newcomers Harold Spicer 
and Lamar Hall have qualified in 
that race. 

In District #5, incumbent Ronnie 
Hammond turned in his qualifying 
papers on Monday and is the only 
qualified candidate thus far. 

Finally in City Council District 
#3, incument Harold Bannin quali- 
fied late Tuesday and is the only 
candidate in that race at press time. 


David Bandstra seeking District 2 
Seat on Elba City Council 


David Bandstra announced this 
week that he has qualified and will 
seek the position of council person 
for District 2 on the Elba City 
Council in the upcoming municipal 
election, 

Bandstra is a graduate of and has 
a B.S, degree in education from 
Athens State College. He is cur- 
rently employed at Vivian B, 
Adams School in Ozark, 

David is married to the former 
Vicki Taylor of Elba, She has been 
a teacher of special education for 
24 years in the Elba City School 
System, They attend First Baptist 
Church, David also has been an 
Elba fireman for some 15 years, 

Bandstra stated that some of his 
concerns for the city are the levee 
rebuild project and public safety 
(fire, police and rescue), 

“We have one of the best 
equipped fire departments in South- 
east Alabama, and with the upgrad- 
ed water system we should have lit- 
tle problem lowering our ISO rat-

ing which would mean a significant 
Savings on our citizen’s homeown- 
ers insurance,” Bandstra said. “If 
elected, | would look forward to 
working with the mayor and coun- 
cil to serve not only District 2 but 
all the citizens of Elba.” 
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He also asked for and received 
permission to place the following 
roads in line to receives 2001 Fed 
eral Aide Funds for resurfacing pro 
viding the county does not receive 
“extra” money through federal 
funding. They were Co, Rds, 321. 
460 & 636. 

In the last commission meeting, 
Tindell asked for and received per 
mission to send out bids on garbage 
trucks. In connection with that 
move, Monday he asked for per- 
mission to send out bid requests for 
garbage cans as well. This was 
approved, 

Finally, he asked for permission 
to send out bid requests for materi 
als used in applying chip seal to 
road surfaces 

“We have gone through the num- 
bers and we feel like we can save 
between 50 and 70 thousand dollars 
if the county provided all the mate- 
rials and just contracted with some 
one to lay those down for us,” said 
Tindell. 

The commissioners concurred 
with the county engineer and hon- 
ored his request to send out bid 
requests for the placement of coun- 
ty-provided materials for G treat- 
ment resurfacing, 

In a housekeeping matter, the 
commission adopted two resolu 
tions - one was a fair labor housing 
resolution and the other concerned 
a procurement policy (abide by 
state law). Both were in connection 
with the senior citizen center con- 
Struction projects recently approved 
by the commission, 

Sheriff Ben Moates was present 
in Monday’s meeting (as requested 
by the commission to do on a 
monthly basis) to report on any 
major problems that presently exist 
at the county jail. 

He commented on the three fol- 
lowing items: (1) The air condition- 
ing unit located over the intake area 
Was causing some problem - leak- 
ing water through the ceiling. It 
was worked on last week, but the 
problem had not been fixed: (2) 
The seal on the freezer door (food 
Storage) in the kitchen area is not 
working properly - causing the 
cooling unit to overload: (3)There 
Was a problem over the weekend 
with two toilets in the cell block 
area,
